" Fang, former Minister to Washing- 
ton, more recently Foreign Minister 
for Sun Yat Sen, in the disrupted 
Beuthern Republican Government at 
Canton, died at Canton this morning, 
_ according to a Reuter dispatch. 

Wu, an outstanding leader in the 
politics and jurisprudence of China 
for many years, remained, according 
to last reports, loyal to Sun Yat Sen 

and was believed to have fled from 
Canton with the deposed South 
China President. The Reuther dis- 
patch gave no details. 
Was Prime Ministcr at Pekin. 
in 1910 Wu Ting Fang was Prime 
‘ Minister of the Pekin republican 
Government. After the Government, 
' as then constituted, was overthrown 
by "militarists, he went to Shanghai. 
Later he cast his lot with Sun Yat 
Sen and since had been Sun's most 
powerful statesman. 

When Li Yuang Hung recently 
was restored to the presidency of 

. the central Government in*Pekin it 
was to Wu Ting Fang that he turned 
for help in unifying the country. 
. President Li, on assuming office, tel- 
egraphed Wu an offer of premier- 
ship at Pekin. So far as corre- 
spondents have been able to learn 

at least, 
announced that he had received no 
reply. The President, however had 
not filled the most important place 
in his Cabinet,

Chang. 

Dr. Wu had a sharp tongue, was 
breezy, frank and unconventional, 
and his keen epigrams, even at the 
expense of important personages in 
official life, were constantly finding 
their way into print, sometimes to 
the embarrassment of the adminis- 
tration. He was an ardent base- 
ball enthusiast and bicycle rider 
when bicycling was so popular. He 
Was a vegetarian and had predicted 
he world live to be 100 vears old. 

His sympathies with the United 
States during the Boxer uprising 
in 1900 led to his recall. Only the 
intimation by the State Department 
that his beheading would be offen- 
sive to this country prevented his 
summary execution. During the 
troublous times of the rebellion Dr. 
Wu got through a message to the 
American Minister. Conger. who, 
With his colleagues, was in the lega- 
tion compound, Peking, and whose 
fate was a matter of grave concern 
to the State Department. The Em- 
press Dowager and her advisors were 
dissatisfied with Dr.. Wu's activities 
and his recall, which was in the

He was given an inferior post and 
later altogether retired, to be sub- 
sequéntly reappointed, q@hich was 
considered a persona! triumph.

He refused to take 
back a single word of what he had 
ever written or said. His conscience 
was controlled only by the word of 
God. He would live and die for his 
conacience. 

Tho Diet of Worms, after due de- 
liberation, declared Luther an out- 
law before God and 
bade all Germans to give him shelter 
or food or drink, or to read a single 
word of the books which the das- 
tardly heretic had written. But the 
great reformer was in no danger. By 
the majority of the Germans of the 
north the edict was denounced as a 
most unjust and outrageous docu- 
ment. For greater safety, Luther 
was hidden in the Wartburg, a castle 
belonging to the Elector of Saxony, 
and there he defied all papa! author- 
ity by translating the entire Bible 
into the German language, that all 
the people might read and know the 
word of God for themselves. 

By this time the Reformation was 


no longer a spiritual and religious 


affair. Those who hated the beauty 
of the-modern church building used 
this period of unrest to attack and
